These were the word= of the French Am-
bassador, M. Panl Cambon; replyliog to-day
to an wddress of the Inmternational Arbl-
tratlon Association at the Embissy.

M. Cambon declared that no feslog of
hostility townrd the British people exists
among the people of France. “The press
on both sides of the Chennel,” said M.
Cambon, “bhave exnggerated the little frie.
tlon that had srisen over the Fuashoda In-
clident, That feellng was only temporary.”

The Ambassador sesured the people of
Great Britain, in the words quoted above,
that there waz no desire In Fraoce
any condition but that of peace, “‘Speak-

Ing from experience.” he added, 1 say
that no Enropedn nation deslres war. On
the contrary, there is an earnest wish for
gwuee. nod the French, as a people, cor-
fally support the aims of the Czar.
“Hut," concloded the Ambassador,
*1 fear that the practicenl realizn-
tlon of those alms will be a long
time coming.'

The remains, which are supposed to be
those of COhristoepher Columbus, were re-
moved o Beptember 26 from the streopla-
gus In the Cathedral of Hovaaa, placed In n
speclally prepared casket and taken (o
Bpaip by the Bpanish erulser Conde de
Venidito, whigh salled from Havana ou
December IZ, The transfer of the remains
from the sarcophagns-to the casket took
piace with the Cathedral doors closed and
the bullMog guarded by poliee,

It geems that the remalns of Columbua
were transferred from Valladoild, Spaln,
where Colombus died on May 200 1508,
to Seville, In 1518, where the remaing were
placed jn the Cartbusian Monastery of Las
Cuevns., There was anlso pluced the body
of Dlego Columbus, eldest son of the Greag
Admirnl, and g former Governor General
of Hispanlola, later known as SBante Do
mingo,

In 1586 the nmnlng af Christopher Co-
umbus agd Diego Columbus were taken
from the monastery of Las Cucvas to Saoto
Doniingo, The Spanish records allege that
the remains of Columbus were transferred
with much ceremony from  Santo Do
mingo to Havana In 1786-88. Hut, accord-
Ing to the people of S8anto Domlngo a mls-
take was made, and the remaina. trans-
ferred to Huvans were those of Dego Go-
lumbus, and not those of hls father, Chris.
